Sandusky Lawyers Could Appeal 


Defense team says it 
had too little time to 
prepare for the trial 


Belief onte, Pa. 

Jerry Sandusky’s lawyers said they 
tried to quit at the start of jury 
selection in his child sex abuse trial 
because they weren’t given enough 
time to prepare, raising an argument 
on the trial’s speed that could become 
the thrust of an appeal. 

Meanwhile, one of the jurors who 
convicted Sandusky of 45 child sex 
abuse counts said Saturday he was 
swayed by the “very convincing” tes- 
timony of eight accusers who said the 
retired Penn State assistant football 
coach molested them for years. 

“It’s hard to judge character on the 
stand, because you don’t know these 
kids,” juror Joshua Harper told NBC’s 
“Today” show. “But most were very 
credible — I would say all.” 

A day after jurors in the two-week 
trial convicted Sandusky of 45 of 
the 48 counts against him, his law- 
yers disclosed Saturday they felt too 
unprepared to adequately defend him 
because of how quickly the case was 
brought to trial. Experts have said the 
seven months between Sandusky’s 
November arrest and trial was fast- 
paced by Pennsylvania standards. 

“We told the trial court, the Supe- 
rior Court and the Supreme Court

Many are looking now to see 
whether Morsi will try to take on 
the military and wrestle back the 
powers they took from his office. 


Thousands vowed to remain in 
Tahrir to demand that the ruling 
generals reverse their decision. 

In his first televised speech, the 
60-year old U.S.-trained engineer 
called on Egyptians to unite and 
tried to reassure minority Chris- 
tians, who mostly backed Morsi’s 
rival Ahmed Shafiq because they 


feared Islamic rule. 

He said he carries “a message 
of peace” to the world and pledged 
to preserve Egypt’s international 
accords, a reference to the peace 
deal with Israel. 

The White House congratulat- 
ed Morsi and urged him to advance 
national unity as he forms a new 
government. 

Left on the sidelines are the lib- 
eral and secular youth groups that 
drove the uprising against Muba- 
rak, left to wonder whether Egypt 
has taken a step toward becoming 
an Islamist state.

NATO Sets Talks on Turkey, Syria 


Backstory ... 

The Turkish jet downed Friday was on a training flight to test Turkey’s ra- 
dar capabilities, not spying on Syria, Turkish Foreign Minister Ahmet Davuto- 
glu said. He said the plane mistakenly strayed into Syrian airspace, but was 
warned to leave by Turkish authorities and was inside international airspace 
when it was shot down. Syria insisted Saturday that the shooting was “not an 
attack" and that the aircraft had violated its airspace.

NATO will hold emergency talks on 
Tuesday to discuss Syria’s down- 
ing of a Turkish jet fighter, but the 
alliance is not expected to take 
military action, even if it confirms 
Turkey’s claim that the unarmed 
plane was attacked in internation- 
al airspace. 

The incident has further raised 
regional tensions over the conflict 
in Syria, where about 40 people 
were reported killed Sunday in 
new clashes. 

U.S. Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton sharply criti- 
cized Syria on Sunday for down- 
ing the Turkish plane, which Tur- 
key’s Foreign Ministry called an 


“open and grave violation of inter- 
national law” that would justify 
retaliation. 

Despite some opposition lead- 
ers’ calls for Western military inter- 
vention in Syria, the U.S. and allies 
have been hesitant to get involved 
in what could prove a protract- 
ed conflict, preferring the diplo- 


matic route. Syrian allies Russia 
and China have shielded Syria 
from U.N. sanctions and stri- 
dently oppose any military inter- 
vention. 

But it’s unlikely the downing of 
the jet will change those calcula- 
tions, despite Ankara’s appeal for 
the NATO meeting, (ap)

UVa. Rallies for Ousted President 


Nearly 1,500 people 
eall for reinstatement 
of Teresa Sullivan 

Charlottesville, Va. 

Supporters of ousted University of 
Virginia President Teresa Sullivan 
called Sunday for her reinstatement 
and for greater transparency by the 
school’s Board of Visitors. 

About 1,500 people gathered 
for the “Rally for Honor” on the 
lawn adjacent to the Rotunda on 
the Charlottesville campus, two 
days before the school’s board is 
scheduled to meet to reconsider 
its decision. 


“We are united in asking for 
our president to return,” Dorothy 
K. Fontaine, dean of the school of 
nursing, told the crowd to rousing 
applause. Other speakers includ- 
ed professors, students and com- 
munity members. 

On Friday, Gov. Bob McDonnell 
threatened to replace the entire 
board if it fails to resolve the furor. 
Also on Friday, Carl Ziethaml, the 
university dean appointed as Sulli- 
van’s interim replacement, said he 
won’t do anything related to the 
job until after the board meeting. 

Students, faculty, university 
deans and alumni have rallied in 
support of Sullivan in demonstra- 
tions, statements and letters, and

have criticized the board’s execu- 
tive committee for a lack of trans- 
parency in reaching a decision that 
shocked the campus. 


Sullivan, the first female pres- 
ident of the university, was forced 
out during a closed-door session of 
the Board of Visitors in which no 
official vote was taken. The June 
10 announcement that she would 
resign ignited wide outrage. 

Ten of the university’s 11 school 
deans, as well as the Faculty Sen- 
ate, have demanded Sullivan’s rein- 
statement amid wide condemna- 
tions of the board’s abrupt firing 
of the popular president. 

Those opposed to Sullivan’s 
removal likened her ouster to a 
coup d’etat that went against the 
stately Charlottesville university’s 
principles of honor, respect and 
transparency, (ap)

As the health care law ruling looms, 
justices uphold their culture of secrecy 



Washington 

It’s the biggest secret in a city 
known for not keeping them. 

The nine Supreme Court justices 
and more than three dozen other 
people have kept quiet for almost 
three months about how the high 
court is going to rule on the con- 
stitutionality of President Obama’s 
health care overhaul. 

This is information that could 
move markets, turn economies 
and greatly affect this fall’s nation- 
al elections, including the presi- 
dential contest between Obama 
and Republican challenger Mitt 
Romney. But unlike the Congress 
and the executive branch, which 
seem to leak information willy- 
nilly, the Supreme Court, from 
the chief justice down to the low- 
liest clerk, appears to truly value 
silence when it comes to upcom- 
ing court opinions. 

No one talks, and that’s the way 


they like it. 

Contrast this with the rest of the 
government, which couldn’t keep 
secret Obama’s role in supervising 
an unprecedented U.S. cyberattack 
on Iran’s nuclear facilities or the 
existence of a double agent inside 
al-Qaeda’s Yemen branch who 
tipped the U.S. to a new design for 
a bomb to put on a jetliner. 

As Republicans air their sus- 
picion that the leaks might be 
deliberate to enhance the Obama 
administration’s stature. Attorney 


Silence Is Key 

Clerks are warned from day one 
not to reveal anything, said law- 
yer Stephen Miller, who clerked 
for Justice Antonin Scalia. In 
addition to losing the job, one of 
the most sought positions for 
up-and-coming lawyers, any 
clerk caught revealing infor- 
mation would be ostracized, he 
said. No law firm would take a 
chance on a lawyer who can’t 
keep quiet, he said, and if the 
leaking clerk isn’t caught, the 
entire group would have that 
stigma, leading to strong peer 
pressure to stay silent, (ap) 


General Eric Holder has appoint- 
ed two U.S. attorneys to investigate 
those two disclosures and probably 
additional recent national securi- 
ty leaks. Because far more people 
know about such secret national 
security operations, those inves- 
tigators must examine hundreds, 
even thousands, of federal work- 
ers who might have known at least 
some guarded information. 

The Supreme Court is expect- 
ed to rule on the law in the upcom- 
ing week or so. Justice Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg on June 15 noted a steady 
stream of “rumors and fifth-hand 
accounts” in the media about what 
the high court was likely to do. 


“My favorite among the press 
pieces wisely observed: At the 
Supreme Court ... those who know 
don’t talk, and those who talk don’t 
know,”’ she said. 

The justices, of course, know, 
having officially voted on the 
results the same week they heard 
arguments in March. 

But they are not the only ones in 
the loop: Each of the nine justices

has four clerks who know not only 
how their justice voted but also how 
the other justices stand because 
these clerks help craft the majori- 
ty opinions and dissents. 

Unlike our presidents, who 
need positive publicity if they are 
to win re-election, the justices 
have lifetime appointments and 
don’t need favorable publicity to 
keep their jobs. 

The court’s reputation means 
there have been no special warn- 
ings from the justices not to spill 
the beans on the health care deci- 
sion. It’s not that the ruling isn’t 
important. It’s that clerks, secretar- 
ies, janitors and the other staffers 
know they are not supposed to talk 
about anything the court does until 
the official announcement. 

That doesn’t mean that the 
court’s always been perfect at with- 
holding information until its for- 
mal release. For example, the court 
inadvertently posted opinions and 
orders on its website about a half 
hour too soon in December, (ap)

What the Kids 
Are Watching 


Preschoolers are tuning 
into TV more than ever 
— for better or worse 

Television 

While the TV industry frets about ratings 
drops and reports emerge on declines in 
traditional TV viewing, there’s one mar- 
ket that executives are zeroing in on. And 
it’s one more interested in naptime and 
snacks than Nielsen ratings. 

Turns out, preschoolers are zoning 
out in front of their favorite TV show 
more than ever. And to keep up with 
this lucrative tot market, networks are 
revamping and rearranging offerings to 
reel in viewers — and advertisers. 

A 2011 report by the Joan Ganz 
Cooney Center at Sesame Workshop 
found that TV-watching by preschool- 
ers climbed to an average of 334 hours a 
day, the highest since the Sesame Work- 


shop began tracking the statistic eight 
years ago. “Even as technology evolves 
and young children increasingly turn 
to games and mobile media,” the study 
notes, “they still love television best.” 

That’s good news for executives who 
dream up and produce kids program- 
ming, especially now as two big play- 
ers launch new initiatives targeting 
these young viewers. This spring, Dis- 
ney debuted the Disney Junior network, 
featuring seven-day, 24-hour program- 
ming aimed at kids ages 2 to 5. And NBC, 
in a partnership with BBS’s Kids Sprout 
channel, will debut a block of Saturday- 
morning shows in July called “NBC

rushed and plop the kids down in front 
of that always-effective babysitter. 

“It’s a very formative age — we form 
a lot of habits that affect us later in life,” 
says Kelly O’Keefe, a professor at Virginia 
Commonwealth University’s Brandcenter, 
a graduate advertising program. “That’s 
precisely the reason advertisers are start- 
ing to jump into this category.” 

Brody’s concern is that as children 
get so wrapped up and invested in so 
many shows and the characters they 
see on screen — which they ask Mom 
and Dad to buy stuffed-animal replicas 
of — their imagination, which is crucial 
at an early age, will be replaced. 

“There’s three or four big compa- 
nies that cater to children’s media,” 
Brody says. “And so, the stories 
of childhood are in fewer hands.”

How Much TV is Too Much? For children older than 2, the American Academy of Pediatrics 
recommends no more than one to two hours of nonviolent educational programming per day, supervised 
by an adult. “I often say, ‘All television is educational,’” says Dimitri Christakis, a member of the executive 
committee of the AAP Council on Communications and Media. “The real question is: What is it teaching?" 
For children in the 2-to-5 age range, certain shows can teach kindergarten readiness skills: patience, being 
kind to others and learning to share.

It’s tricky for networks to find that 
spot between making shows that kids 
crave but also making them education- 
al and healthy. Michael Brody, chairman 
of the Media Committee of the American 
Academy of Child and Adolescent Psychi- 
atry, says he’s seen the focus of children’s 
TV channels narrow in on younger and 
younger ages as parents become more
